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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
finds that he agrees with a majority of applicants' arguments presented in his Response 
dated October 27, 2006, although a few comments are deemed necessary in an effort 
to further clarify the record. Initially he notes that applicants' Summary of the Invention 
points out a few highlights of the invention, certain of which have already been pointed 
out by applicants. That is, by adding a photopolymerization initiator and/or a 
photosensitizer to the high refractive index layer containing the metal oxide particles the 
curing reaction of the curable component in the adhesive impregnating this layer is 
facilitated following the transfer of the antireflection layer, with the high refractive index 
layer becoming harder and the antireflection layer acquiring a high solvent resistance. 
Such a result is neither taught or hinted at by the prior art. As to applicants' comments 
in the Response they generally appear to be on point, although it must be noted that 
Oka et al teaches several Examples (A-1 1 to A-14) that do employ electron beam 
curable pressure sensitive adhesives, applicants' remarks to the contrary 
notwithstanding.
